1. Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

Regarding claims 1 and 2, Kuroda (US 2003/0036365 A1) discloses a wireless 
folded phone with a camera, wherein the camera and a display are provided in a 
second housing unit, and wherein a radio communication unit and an overall controlling 
unit are provided in a first housing unit (figs. 5-10, paragraphs 33-43). 

Priestman et al. (US 2005/0245288 A1) discloses a wireless folded phone with a 
camera, wherein the phone comprises two memories for storing images taken from the 
camera and data information, respectively (figs. 1,4, paragraphs 38-45, 80-81). 

These references fail to teach a storing unit and ah image processing controller 
are provided in a second housing unit. 

Regarding claim 3, this claim has been allowed as being dependent upon 
independent claim that has been allowed.
